AThrifty Spaghetti Dinner 
Helps Balance Tight Budget

When you’re cooking spaghetti 
remember that in this case the 
watched pot does best. It needs 
watching so that it won’t ‘boil 
over. Some cooks add a little but- 
ter to the water—a sort of kitchen 
method of pouring oil on troubled 
waters—to prevent boiling over. 

When you're ready to serve up, 
remember that the experienced 
Chef handles spaghetti lightly. 
Mix some of your good sauce in 
with the spaghetti in the serving 
dish and serve the rest in a sauce~ 
boat, and be sure the sauce is 
really steaming hot. F 

Remember another Chef’s trick 
—that spaghetti should be served 
with something crisp. French or 
Italian bread or bread sticks, 
crusty-brown, and a dish of raw 
vegetable sticks and slices add 
just the crispness needed. 


There are two ways of keeping 
the overstrained food budget 
within bounds. One is to set a 
price you can afford to pay each 
day for that day’s food. The other 
is to average up the meals, spend- 
ing more one day than another, 
but coming out “even” at the end 
of the week. 

A spaghetti dinner once a week 
is one of the thriftier meals to 
eount on if you use the second 
plan. A roast, perhaps, on Sun- 
day, and then a spaghetti dinner 
Tuesday oy Wednesday, mean a 
nice balance. 

The best of it is that the spa- 
ghetti dinner can be as delicious 
as the roast. A sauce that glamor- 
i your big dish of spaghetti 
i a real Chef's treat comes in 
an eight-ounce can, made with 
either meat or mushrooms. Both 
variations are delicious. The rich 
tomato puree is combined with
